It ecomed from that that 
the Legislaturo especially intended that |- 
the jurisdiction and power given to the 
Court: to admit‘to bail should -not. be 
extended in a caso of extradition, for 
reasons which he would ‘give’ to his 
Worship presently. ‘ There was anothor 
section in tho Extradition Act which, he 
thought, clearly showed that it was not 
the intention ‘of the Legislature to give 
power for bail under the Extradition 
Act. The reasons for that were fairly 
clear, inasmuch as the Fugitive Offenders’ 
Act dealt with the extradition of British 
subjects: from ‘one British possession to 
another, and if was quite possiblo that 
the Legislature thought that they would 
give an inherent right or discretionary 
power to the Court to grant bail under 
that Act, and that was the reagon theso 
words wero put in. But they had a very 
different state of affairs when dealing 
with friendly countrics under the Extra- 
dition Act of 7570, whére they were called 
upon td carry out Treaty obligations. 
There was an international contractual 
obligation to a foreign country under 
Treaty to doall they could, and all in their 
power, to carry out the intention of 
that Treaty, and to comply with a 
requisition .made by that foreign 
and friendly Government, to hand. over 
any fugitive offender to whom they were 
rightly entitled-to-have handed over.
